Boston, April 11.— What ili.'iy be Uio 


most valuable autograph in tliis conn 
try is curiouMy tucked away In the 
binding of an old copy of Sir Thomas 
North's translation of the "Lives" of 
Plutarch, dated 1C03, which' is owned 
by the Boston Public library. If it is 
genuine, it is the longest and most im- 
portant specimen of Shakespeare's 
handwriting in existence. There are 
two 
lines— the name "M'llin 
Shiik- 


ppeare" and below it the words "hun- 
dred and twenty poundos." 


Judge Molten Chamberlain. who, was 


at the head of the library when the 
book in which these words appear \\ius 
purchased, was a collector of auto- 
graphs and had an expert's knowledge 
of them. It was his opinion, after si 
careful examination of the supposed 
Shakespeare writing and consultation 
with others who were regarded as au- 
thorities in such matters, that "the 
library autograph presents many rea- 
sons in favor of its genuineness and too 
few objections to warrant an adverse 
judgment." 


There are but fire authenticated au- 


tographs of Shakespeare in the world, 
and. 
although they were all written 


during the last three years of his life- 
three of them in one day, upon different 
pages of his will, which was drawn up 
just before he died— each varies greatly 
from the others. . None of them shows 
the facility in using a pen which so 
prolific nil further must once have had. 
lor they are cramped and indicate pain- 
ful effort in holding the pen. but there 
are certain distinguishing character- 
istics common to all of them which no 
forger has ever succeeded in imitating 
perfectly, though more than one has 
made the attempt. 


In Shakespeare's time, jt must be re- 


membered, when crests and coats of 
arms were used generally as the sign 
of a man's identity, his signature was? 
of much less importance than it is now- 
adays, and there seems to have been al- 
most as little pains taken to form the 
individual letters of a name always 
after the snme fashion as there was to 
spell it always in the same way, so 
that finding the more marked charac- 
teristics in a signature, even if there 
is Jio very strong general resemblance 
with another by the same hand, is the 
best proof of its genuineness. 


The bit of writing discovered in the 


Boston library's copy of Plutarch is 
almost ns bright and clear today as if 
it had but just been blotted, the lining 
of the cover, under v> hich the slip of 
paper containing it was found, ba'ving 
protected it for 300 years from the fad- 
ing effect of liaht

Four trees^Bbted for generations as 
souvenirs of important events in Amer- 
ican history are the Washington Elin, 
the Charter Oak. the Council Trpc and 
Penn's, Treaty Tree. 
Recently the 


Spanish war has added the Surrender 
Tree at Santiago to the ranks of cele- 
brated forest uioaarchs. 


The Charter Oak, at Hartford, Conn., 


was reputed to be venerable at the 
time it became famous. Tradition says 
thai it was over 000 years old wtoen, 
in 1C97, the daring spirits of, the colony 
of Connecticut hid in its trunk the 
charter of their liberties as u rtise to 
avoid the surrender of the document 
to the king's officer. King Charles II. 
had granted the charter, arid his broth- 
er and successor, the Duke of York, 
empowered Governor Andross to recall 
all Xew England charters and rule the 
colonies as Ime realm. 
The people 


of the colony of Connecticut refused 
to give up their rights, and when the 
charter was demanded hid it in the 
hollow trunk of the ancient oak. King 
James was driven from bis throne and 
Governor Andross recalled, and the 
charter remained in full force. 
The 


old tree was destroyed by a storm in 
1854. 


Penn'a Treaty Tree stood on the banks 


of the Delaware river at a place orig: 
iiially called Shackamaxon, but now 
Kensington, within the prechicts of 
Philadelphia. Its history dates back 
:o a day in November. 1682. when Wil- 
liam Penn, the English Quaker col- 
onist, met under its spreading branches 
the chiefs of the Delaware tribe of red 
men and concluded the famous treaty 
which became the foundation stone of 
the great commonwealth of Pennsyl- 
vania. Among other pleasant things 
Penu said to the'chiidren of the forest: 
"We meet in the broad pathway of 
good faith and good will. No advan- 
tage shall be taken on either side, but 
all shall be openness, and love. We 
arc all one flesh and blood."" 


The Indians listened ivith delight, 


for Penn was a new type of white 
man. They said. "We will lire in love 
with William Penn and his children as 
long as the sun and the moon shall en- 
dnre.'^Jfue treaty was not sworn to. 
jand it ,»as never broken. 
_Penn's treaty tree was a spreading 
elm. 
It was long venerated for its as- 


sociations, and Penn himself once tried 
to'purchase the estate on which it 
stood. It was often painted, and copies 
of the original drawings are still in ex- 
istence. During a gale in December, 
1S10, the venerable tree was prostrat- 
ed and found by the rings in its trunk 
to l>e 280 years old.

The surrender commissioners met1 at 
2 o'plock in the afternoon, and aftoi 
the details had been discussed aud cop- 
ies of the treaty prepared in Spanish 
Jind English tfie signatures were af- 
fixed. It was then 5 o'clock. The cer- 
emony of surrender was witnessed by 
tlie general officers of both armias, 
with their staffs and a guard of 100 
soldiers. At the same time General 
Shatter returned to General Toral the 
sword and spurs taken by the Ameri- 
cans from.the body of General del Rey. 
the Spanish leader who fell in the de- 
fense of El Caney. 


Other famous American- trees were 


the Stuyvesant Pear Tree, which stood 
over 200 years at Third avenue and 
Thirteenth street, New York; Pontiac's 
Memorial Tree, at Detroit; Arnold's 
Willow, in the Hudson highlands; the 
Washington Cypress, at Norfolk, and 
the Miami Apple Tree, near Fort Wayne.
